The streets were thro n g ed with p eo ­ 
p le lo n g b efo re the time fo r the p a­ 
rade to start, an d if an y b o dy had an y 
do u b t as to ho w the Wellsv ille p eo p le 
sto o d in reg ard to the co min g elec­ 
tio n it was so o n disp elled an d the in ­ 
dicatio n s are

Ko o sev elt will receiv e an o v erwhelm­ 
in g majo rity in that city .

All alo n g the lin e o f the p ro cessio n

an d firewo rks. 
After the p arade had co v ered the 
p rin cip al streets they marched to the 
o p era ho u se, where the addresses 
to o k p lace. 
In a v ery few min u tes 
the ho u se was p acked to the do o rs 
an d stan din g ro o m was at a p remiu m. 
The b an d p lay ed a p atrio tic medley 
an d Ju dg e P. M. Smith an n o u n ced 
that he had b een cho sen chairman o f 
the meetin g .

The p ro sp erity o f a Rep u b lican ad­ 
min istratio n , like the dews o f heav en , 
descen ds alike o n the ju st an d u n ju st, 
the Rep u b lican an d Demo crat While 
it req u ires mo re than fo u r y ears o f 
Rep u b lican admin istratio n to create 
a millen iu m, a co n trast o f Demo cratic 
adv ersity o f 1896, with the Rep u b lican 
p ro sp erity o f 1900, sho ws a lo n g stride 
in the rig ht directio n . 
If the wo u ld b e o ffice ho lder o f the 
Demo cratic p arty an d 
its 
p o litical 
leaders co u ld b e 
allo wed to retu rn 
alo n e to the ex p erien ce o f the day s 
o f the recen t Demo cratic admin istra­ 
tio n , we wo u ld 
co n sen t that 
they 
sho u ld start an d b id them Go d sp eed 
in their search fo r their ideal; b u t, 
u n fo rtu n ately , if they g o they drag u s 
with them, an d ag ain st this we p ro test 
to n ig ht an d will mo st earn estly an d 
effectu ally p ro test o n the 6 th o f No ­ 
v emb er. 
If o u r b en ig hted Demo cratic b reth­ 
ren co u ld fo r 4 0 ho u rs su ffer the dis­ 
co mfo rts, the disasters an d distresses 
o f fo u r y ears ag o , they wo u ld b e mo re 
disg u sted with their 
co n ditio n than 
were the Israelites after 40 y ears wan ­ 
derin g s in the wildern ess. 
The leadin g Demo cratic millio n aire 
o f Ohio last n ig ht to ld the p eo p le o f 
this co u n ty that he had serio u s do u b ts 
as to the p ro sp erity o f this co u n try 
at the p resen t time, an d as an ev i­ 
den ce o f lack o f p ro sp erity cited the 
recen t min ers’ strike in 
the 
east, 
which has b een wo n b y the men , aided 
b y the u n eq u alled deman d fo r their 
p ro du ct an d the lack o f co mp etitio n 
in the lab o r market, co n ditio n s n ev er 
fo u n d u n der a Demo cratic admin istra­ 
tio n . 
The o ther ev iden ce o f lack o f 
p ro sp erity cited was the fact that in 
a larg e city with a Demo cratic ma­ 
jo rity , u n der a p ro p o sitio n to fu rn ish 
free, fiv e-cen t lo av es o f b read to all 
the n eedy at 5 o ’clo ck in the mo rn ­ 
in g , a lin e o f hu n g ry ap p lican ts 
a 
q u arter o f a mile lo n g is seen , fo r­ 
g ettin g that a similar o ffer co u ld n o t 
hav e b een made fo u r y ears ag o b y 
an y millio n aire in the co u n try , an d if 
it had b een made the lin e wo u ld hav e 
b een miles in len g th. 
That man y o f the Demo cratic v o ters 
in a larg e city wo u ld rather g et u p 
at 5 o ’clo ck In the mo rn in g , o r stay 
u p all n ig ht an d stan d in lin e fo r two 
ho u rs to g et so methin g to eat fo r 
n o thin g , rather than dig o r sho v el at 
$2 p er day . 
When Go v ern o r Nash step p ed to the 
fro n t o f the p latfo rm he was g reeted 
b y co n tin u ed ap p lau se. 
He o p en ed his address b y statin g 
that he was g lad to see the en thu si­ 
asm in Wellsv ille an d co n sidered 
It 
u seless to il to address the p eo p le, as 
it was n o t n ecessary , b u t as there 
mig ht b e a few Demo crats in 
the 
ho u se he wo u ld en deav o r to en lig hten 
them. 
He rev iewed the free trade p o licy 
o f the Demo cratic p arty an d sp o ke o f 


the hard times it b ro u g ht. 
Fie then 
wen t to the free silv er q u estio n . He 
sp o ke o f the fact that the Rep u b lican 
p arty sto o d fo r p ro tectio n to American 
in du stries an d a so u n d fin an cial b asis, 
while the Demo cratic p arty sto o d fo r 
free trade an d the free co in ag e o f sil­ 
v er at a ratio o f 16 to 1. 
The stran g e delu sio n 
that 
o v er­ 
came the co u n try in 1892 was to u ched 
u p o n , an d he said that 
ex p erien ce 
had tau g ht the p eo p le whether free 
trade was a g o o d thin g . 
He sp o ke o f the differen ce b etween 
the McKin ley times * an d 
Clev elan d 
times, an d said he co u ld n o t u n der­ 
stan d ho w an y 
in tellig en t, 
sensible 
man co u ld v o te 
fo r 
a 
p arty that 
wo u ld destro y the mo st 
p ro sp ero u s! 
times the co u n try had ev er seen . 
When he was a b o y he said his 
father u sed to say , “Geo rg e it is al­ 
way s a g o o d thin g to let well en o u g h 
alo n e,” an d he tho u g ht that co u ld well 
ap p ly to the situ atio n to day . 
He called atten tio n to the fact that 
Bry an had said fo u r y ears ag o that 
the mills wo u ld n o t start witho u t the 
free co in ag e 
o f silv er, b u t that he 
had b een p ro v ed to b e a false p ro p het 
then an d there was n o t reaso n to b e­ 
liev e that he wo u ld n o t b e ag ain . 
He then referred to the fact that 
the Rep u b lican p arty had kep t ev ery 
p ledg e o f the St. Lo u is p latfo rm, an d 
sp o ke o f what the p arty In ten ded to 
do in the fu tu re. He said the p arty 
in ten ded to b u ild u p a fo reig n trade 
that wo u ld make the n atio n g reater 
an d stro n g er than ev er. 
The sp eaker stated the fo reig n trade 
o f this co u n try had amo u n ted In 10 
y ears to $10.200.000,000, an d that it 
had taken o u r fo refathers S2 
y ears 
to do a b u sin ess that larg e. He co m­ 
men ted u p o n the n u mb er o f men it 
wo u ld take to su p p ly this 
fo reig n 
trade, as $3,000,000,000 
wen t 
fro m 
the man u factu rin g estab lishmen ts, six 
b illio n s fro m the farms an d fo u r b ill­ 
io n s fro m the min es. 
He said the Rep u b lican p arty 
in ­ 
ten ded to en co u rag e ship b u ildin g In 
this co u n try an d to tran sp o rt the g o o ds 
in v essels man n ed b y American sea­ 
men an d u n der the American flag . 
He then drifted to the so -called p ar­ 
amo u n t issu e o f imp erialism, b u t made 
n o arg u men t o n it, statin g that he did 
n o t b eliev e it n ecessary . 
He sp o ke o f the fact that this was 
n o t the first time the Demo cratic p arty 
had b eliev ed this co u n try was to b e­ 
co me a mo n archial o n e, an d wen t b ack 
to the time when Lin co ln an d Gran t 
wrere reelected p residen ts o f the Un i­ 
ted States, an d stated that in these 
cases the Demo crats had talked imp er­ 
ialism. 
The tru sts came in fo r a share o f 
the sp eech, an d 
the 
sp eaker read 
what McKin ley had said ab o u t them, 
an d then sho wed that the Demo crats 
alo n e 'were to b lame fo r the tru sts 
an d n o t the Rep u b lican s, as they de­ 
feated the an ti-tru st amen dmen t. 
The fact that the Demo crats 
ad­ 
mitted that Lin co ln an d Gran t were 
g o o d men cau sed the sp eaker to re­ 
mark that the Demo crats did n o t real­ 
ize what g o o d q u alities it to o k to make 
a Rep u b lican u n til after he was dead, 
an d said that he had n o do u b t if Mc­ 
Kin ley was to die the Demo crats in 
a few y ears wo u ld set him u p with 
Gran t an d Lin co ln . 
He p aid a g lo win g trib u te to Mc­ 
Kin ley when sp eakin g o n imp erialism 
b y say in g : 
“Yo u all, kn o w him. He was b o rn 
u p here ab o u t 18 miles fro m thi3 city 
an d rep resen ted y o u in co n g ress fo r 
man y y ears. Yo u kn o w ho w he wo rk­ 
ed at all times fo r the in terests 
o f 
American wo rkin g men . Ho w he sho u l 
dered a mu sket in 1861 an d carried it

He did mu ch du rin g the war to ­ 
ward stren g then in g the p u b lic credit 
an d p ro v idin g fo r the su p p o rt o f the 
tro o p s. He p ro p o sed the refu n din g 
aet o f 187 0 an d to him mo re than an y 
o ther man was du e the resu mp tio n 
o f 
sp ecie p ay men ts Jan . 1, 187 9. 
He was secretary o f the treasu ry tm* 
der Presiden t Hay es, 187 7 -81, a p ro mi­ 
n en t can didate fo r p residen t in 1880 
an d ag ain in 1888. He was re-elected 
to the sen ate in 1881 an d 1893. 
In 
1897 he was made secretary o f state 
u n der Presiden t McKin ley . He serv ed 
as secretary o f state u n til Ap ril 95, 
1898, when he resig n ed o n acco u n t 
o f 
ill health an d was su cceeded b y Ju dg a 
William R. Day .

Mr. Sherman ’s p u b lic career co v er* 
, ed halt a cen tu ry an d he had b een a 
leader in n atio n al affairs fo r 4 0 y ears. 
His lo n g p u b lic career has b een n o ­ 
tab le fo r in teg rity an d u n selfish 
ser­ 
v ice, as well 
as fo r statesman like 
g rasp o f leadin g p rin cip les an d skill­ 
fu l treatmen t o f p ractical details 
in 
p u b lic affairs. 


He to o k a decided chan g e fo r the 
wo rse y esterday an d it was ap p aren t 
to all that the en d was n o t far dis­ 
tan t, an d the relativ es 
an d frien ds 
were su mmo n ed an d remain ed at the 
b edside u n til death came. 
Jo hn Sherman was b o rn at Lan cas­ 
ter, O., May 10, 1823. His father died

STATESMAN DEAD 


Ex* Secretary John Sherman Died 
at an Early Hour This 
Morning. 


A USEFUL CAREER IS ENDED 


With a blare of trumpet and blaze 
of red fire, Wellsville Saturday even­ 
ing did herself proud in her effort to 
welcome to that city the state’s chief 
executive, Governor George K. Nash. 
The streets were thronged with peo­ 
ple long before the time for the pa­ 
rade to start, and if anybody had any 
doubt as to how the Wellsville people 
stood in regard to the coming elec­ 
tion it was soon dispelled and the in­ 
dications are that McKinley and 
Roosevelt will receive an overwhelm­ 
ing majority in that city. 
The parade formed on Main street 
as follows:

The leading Democratic millionaire 
of Ohio last night told the people of 
this county that he had serious doubts 
as to the prosperity of this country 
at the present time, and as an evi­ 
dence of lack of prosperity cited the 
recent miners’ strike in 
the 
east, 
which has been won by the men, aided 
by the unequalled demand for their 
product and the lack of competition 
in the labor market, conditions never 
found under a Democratic administra­ 
tion. 
The other evidence of lack of 
prosperity cited was the fact that in

The opening address was made by 
Judge P. M. Smith, who said: 
The prosperity of a Republican ad­ 
ministration, like the dews of heaven, 
descends alike on the just and unjust, 
the Republican and D em ocrat While 
it requires more than four years of 
Republican adm inistration to create 
a millenium, a contrast of Democratic 
adversity of 1896, with the Republican 
prosperity of 1900, shows a long stride 
in the right direction. 
If the would be office holder of the 
Democratic party and 
its 
political 
leaders could be 
allowed to return 
alone to the 
experience of the days 
of the recent Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion, we would 
consent that 
they 
should start aud bid them God speed 
in their 
search for their ideal; but, 
unfortunately, if they go they drag us 
with them, and against this we protest 
tonight end will most earnestly and 
effectually protest on the 6th of No­ 
vember. 
If our benighted Democratic breth­ 
ren could for 40 hours suffer the dis­ 
comforts, the disasters and distresses 
of four years ago, they would be more 
disgusted with their 
condition than 
were the Israelites after 40 years wan­ 
derings in the wilderness. 
The leading Democratic millionaire 
of Ohio last night told the people of 
this county that he had serious doubts 
as to the prosperity of 
this country 
at the present time, and as an 
evi­ 
dence of lack of prosperity cited the 
recent miners’ strike in 
the 
east, 
which has been won by the men, aided 
by the unequalled demand for 
their 
product and the lack of competition 
in the labor m arket conditions never 
found under a Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The other evidence of lack of 
prosperity cited was the fact that in 
a largo city with a Democratic ma­ 
jority, under a proposition to furnish 
free, flve-cent loaves of bread to all 
the 
needy at 5 o’clock In the morn­ 
ing, a line of hungry applicants 
a 
quarter of a mile long is seen, for­ 
getting that a similar offer could not 
have been made four years ago by 
any millionaire In the country, and if 
it had been made the line would have 
been miles in length. 
That many of the Democratic voters 
in a large city would rather get up 
at 5 o'clock in the morning, or stay 
up all night and stand in line for two 
hours to get something to 
eat 
for 
nothing, rather than dig or shovel at 
92 per day. 
When Governor Nash stepped to the 
front of the platform he was greeted 
by continued applause. 
He opened his address by stating 
that he was glad to see the enthusi­ 
asm in W ellsville and considered 
It 
useless toll to address the people, as 
It was not 
necessary, but as there 
might be a few Democrats In 
the 
house he would endeavor to enlighten 
them. 
He reviewed the free trade policy 
of the Democratic party and spoke of 


the hard times it brought. 
He then 
went to the free silver question. 
He; 
spoke of the fact that the Republican 
party stood for protection to American 
industries and a sound financial basis, 
while the Democratic party stood for 
free trade and the free coinage of sil­ 
ver at a ratio of 16 to I. 
The strange delusion 
that 
over­ 
came the country in 1892 was touched 
upon, and he said that 
experience 
had taught the people w hether free 
trade was a good thing. 
He spoke of the difference between 
the McKinley times 
and 
Cleveland 
times, and said he could not under­ 
stand how any 
intelligent, sensible 
man could vote 
for 
a 
party that 
would destroy the most 
prosperous 
times the country had ever seen. 
When he was a boy 
he 
said hts 
father used to say, “George it Is al­ 
ways a good thing to let well enough 
alone,’’ and he thought that could w'ell 
apply to the situation today. 
He called attention to the fact that 
Bryan had said four years ago 
that 
the mills would not start without the 
free coinage 
of silver, but that he 
had been proved to be a false prophet 
then and there was not reason to be­ 
lieve that he would not be again. 
He then referred to the 
fact that 
the Republican party bad kept every 
pledge of the St. Louis platform, and 
spoke of what the party Intended to 
do In the future. 
He said the party 
intended to build up a foreign trade 
that would make 
the nation greater 
and stronger than ever. 
The speaker stated the foreign trade 
of this country had amounted in IO 
years to $10,200,000,000, and that it 
had taken our forefathers 82 
years 
to do a business that large. 
He com­ 
mented upon the number of men it 
would take 
to supply 
this 
foreign 
trade, as $3,000,000,000 
went 
from 
the manufacturing establishments, six 
billions from the farms and four bill­ 
ions from the mines. 
He said the Republican party 
in­ 
tended to encourage ship building in 
this country and to transport the goods 
in vessels manned by American sea­ 
men and under the American flag. 
He then drifted to the so-called par­ 
amount issue of imperialism, but made 
no argument on it. stating that he did 
not believe it necessary. 
He spoke of the fact that this was 
not tho first time the Democratic party 
had believed this country was to be­ 
come a monarchial oue, and went back 
to the time when Lincoln and Grant 
were reelected presidents of the Uni­ 
ted States, and stated that in these 
cases the Democrats had talked imper­ 
ialism. 
The trusts came in for a share of 
the 
speech, and 
the 
speaker read 
what McKinley had said about them, 
and then showed that the Democrats 
alone ‘were to blame for the trusts 
and not the Republicans, as they de­ 
feated the anti trust amendment.

mitted that Lincoln and Grant were 
good men caused the 
speaker to re­ 
mark that the Democrats did not real­

OHIO’S OLDEST 


STATESMAN DEAD 


Ex-Secretary John Sherman Died 
at an Early Hour This 
Morning. 


A USEFUL CAREER IS ENDED 


In Public Life Over Half a Century , 
and Helped Organize Re­ 
publican Party.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.— Ex-Sec- 


retary of State John Sherman died 


this morning at his home in this city. 


He took a decided change for the 
worse yesterday and it was apparent 
to all that the end was not far dis­ 
tant, and the relatives 
and friends 
were summoned and remained at the 
bedside until death came. 
John Sherman was born at Lancas­ 
ter, O., May IO, 1823. His father died 
when he was but 6 years old and he 
was taken into the 
family of 
his 
cousin, John S. Sherman. 
When 
14 
years of age he was prepared to enter 
the sophomore class In college, but 
preferring independence 
began work 
with an engineering corps 
on 
the 
Muskingum improvement. 
After two 
years he lost his place through politi­ 
cal changes and began the study of

law with his brother at Mansfield, O. 
He was adm itted to the bar In 1844 
and began the practice of law with his 
brother. 
He was a delegate to the national 
Whig convention in 1848 and again in 
1852. 
He was active in the organiza­ 
tion of the Republican party and was 
president of the first Ohio Republican 
state convention. 
He was a member of congress in 
1855-61, during which time he 
took 
part in im portant debates. 
On 
his 
failure to obtain the speakership of 
the 36th congress he was made chair­ 
man of the committee on ways 
and 
means. 
He secured the passage of the bill 
authorizing the issue of the treasury 
notes of 1860. In 1861 he was elected 
to the senate 
to 
succeed 
Senator 
Chase. 
At the breaking out of the rebellion 
bo served as aide-de-camp to General 
Patterson until congress met In extra 
session July 4. 
In the interval of his 
congressional duties he returned 
to 
Ohio and organized the Sherman bri­ 
gade, but was persuaded by President 


Lincoln and Secretary Chase to 
re­ 
main in the senate and not go to the 
front. 
He did much during the war 
to­ 
ward strengthening the public credit 
and providing for the support of the 
troops. 
He proposed 
the 
refunding 
aet of 1870 and to him more than any 
other man was due the resumption of 
specie payments Jan. I, 1879. 
He was secretary of the treasury un­ 
der President Hayes, 1877-81, a promi­ 
nent candidate for president in 1880 
and again in 1888. 
He was re-elected 
to the senate in 1881 and 1893. 
In 
1897 he was made secretary of state 
under President McKinley. He served 
as secretary of state until April 
35, 
1898, when he resigned on account of 
111 health and was succeeded by Judge 
William R. Day. 
4 
Mr. Sherm an’s public career cover­ 
ed halt a century and he had been a 
leader in national affairs for 40 years. 
His long public career has been no­ 
table for Integrity and unselfish ser­ 
vice, as well 
as 
for 
statesm anlike 
grasp of leading principles and skill­ 
ful treatm ent of practical details in 
public affairs.

The dry well is built on the shore 
near low water mark, and

pump, which weighs nearly IO tons, 
was unloaded from a car in the Ches­ 
ter freight yards and brought to the 
edge of the bank 50 feet above 
the 
spot which had been selected for its 
location. 
The pump was secured by a large 
chain attached to an inch and a half 
rope, and this rope 
was 
wrapped 
around a tree IOO yards from the edge 
of the bank. 
In addition to this several guy lines 
were 
attached 
to 
the 
pump 
and 
stretched to convenient trees in order 
to keep the machine in position. 
With the aid of planks and jacks 
the pump was gotten to the edge of 
the bank and preparations were made 
to lower it over the edge. 
At 
3:30 
the jacks were placed under the rear 
end of the machine and hoisted so 
that it slid over with a jerk. 
As soon as the rope and guy lines 
were tight and the whole weight rest­ 
ed upon them they all broke simul­ 
taneously, precipitating the pump into 
the well with a crash. 
Two of the main cog wheels were 
broken, together with the..bed plate, 
rendering the machine practically use­ 
less until the broken parts can be re­ 
newed. 
This will delay the w'ork of 
completing the w ater system in Ches­ 
ter for some time.
